Phedrys (as himſelfe recordeth) was a Courtier in 
Auguſtus Caeſars dayes , about 1600, yeares a« 
one, by condition Libertus,or rather Libertings, as 
Ritlerſpuſeus ſuppoſed: for wit and learning excellent: 
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&$ TOTHE READER, 


and 1n his old age this worthie Courtier tranſlated 
/opsfables out of Greeke into Lative in the ſtyle of 
Jambicke verſes: which in their youtkfull yeares flou- 
riſhed (no doubt) with the worthic monuments of + 
Cicero, Virgilins, Ouidius , and with the workes of 0- 
ther auncient famous Pocts. Bur as it happeneth m 
the reuolution of the cele{tjal orbes,that many fixed 
ſtarres afterthat (both bytheir light,and alſo by their 
ſecret influence) they haue bene beneficiall. rothe 
earth aad other terrettriall creatures, do notwithſtan- 
ding vaniſh and fade away for a ſeaſon, yea and ſom- 
times be eclipled,and thatÞy reaſon of coſmicall a- 
chronicall,and heliacall ſcftings and others coinci- 
dents in motions : ſo in like manner bookeg and wri- 
tings of the renowned learned, wherof ſome of them 
be lights to heauen, ſtarres to realon , and guides to 
happie teliciric, ſhinino lanternes, and burning bea- 
cons to laudable literature; theſe al!

go TO THE READER. 


Foure defects eſpecially haue I obſerued in En- 
eliſhing of Latine by grammerlſchollers, which vſu- 
ally we call conſtruing: Falſe reading, vniuſt reading, 
muſ-conſtruing , and forgetfulneſle : all which vices 
Thauc endeuouref{ by this worke to redrefle, and to 

reſtore in their place their contrarie vertues. For firſt 
whereas the child faileth moſt commonly in the Ac- 
cent of the Latine words,l haue cauſed in this imprel. 
fion, that cuery word ſhould haue and beare his iuft 
note of eleuation or lifting* vp of the ſyllable where 
asnecd required: ſo that the {choller (with an admo- 
nition or two from his maiſter) may eaſily releeue 
himſelfe by the helpe ofthe pa: rene foe hap- 
peneth often that the conſtruing ſcholler ike 
make a ſhift to expound vibatin his leflon, it he 
could bur iuſtly pitch his readings, but being vncer- 
taine in this matter, ſomtimes he readeth ſhort of the 
lmit, ſometimes he ouer-reacheth , and fo by this 
meanes bringeth himſelte into a maze or Laberinth, 
But ſay he hitteth the meaſure of his readings, & that 
he can engliſh euery word,yer there is nothing more 
frequent with him,then to miſconſtruc it, by diſorde- 
ring ofour engliſh, for the Latine poſition agreeth 
not with it, as before Lhaue prooued; and hereupon 
it followeth that he tranſlateth that word furſt , which 
ſhould be ſecond,and the ſecond peraduenture in the 
third place. Againe,he is notable to adde ſome words 
which muſt needes be inſerted , nor can he cut oft 
thoſe which abound. Whereupon rifeth great difh- 
culties to his ſlender ſhallow capacitic: but this with- 


our the cuidence of examples may ſeeme ſomewhat 
obſcure,andtherefore we will explanc it with the furſt 


conftruingleflon in this Author.

Firſt of all for AEſopus materiam and repeit,he may .

 onground, not being able to extricate himfelfe , be- 
cauſc he lacketh the principal verbe.The like may be 
{a1d, if his reading be extended beyond the iuſt hmit 
ofthe ſentence, Thirdly, it falleth out often that the 
child is able to conſtrue verbatim: his leflon, butnor- 
withſtanding faileth in the placing of the words:asfor 
example, if he conſtrue his fourth reading thus:

Duplex double, l;bglli of the booke, mos vle, eff is:this 
m regard of the fienification of the fingle words is 
rightly performed, yer in the order of the Engliſh 
phraſe but badly handled : but the Etymol]ogiſta will 
reach the ſcholler not onely true proofe and iuſt rea- 
dings, but alſo the direCtion of ſenfible and orderly 
conſtruCtions: as in this forenamed exampleit is ma- 
niteſtto be ſeene : Eſt there 1s, duplex a double, mos 
vie, lihell; of this little booke. 

Now forthe fourth point, the Erymologitta is a 
notable meane to ſtay and ſupport their weake mie- 

- morie: for having accompliſhed the full conſtruing 
of one booke, vlually they forget in the beginning 
and middle ofthe ſarne; ſo that former Iabours may 
perhaps prooue vuprofitabler, or notſo cfteftuall, by 

= rcalonoftheir too much obliuis, which forthe moſt 
'3 part accompanieth their flender yeares: but hither :

'K they may haue a happie recourſe and refuge, for if F 
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they doubt or find former defefts,in peruſing their 
Etymologilta, their remembrance ſhall be rewued 
a2aine,their vnderitanding inlightened, and their de- 
fre ſatisficd. Butſome will ſay, thatthe method of 
conſtruing 1s ſupplyed by the oolemaiftets OWNC 
mouth, which (asthey beare vs in hand) will imprint 
the truce tranſlation more deepely in their memories. 

I graunt this verbatim expoſition is very good, 
and ſerueth well for the intelligence of their leflon-: 
neither is it my purpoſe to ; - a this ordinary 
meanes , butrather to ſupply a ſecondary helpe, and 
where needis, to repaire ; $4 which 1s wanting . For, 
oftenticnes it falleth out, thatleaſure will not ſeruethe 
mailter (being otherwayes buſicd with higher Le- 
Qures, or ypon ſome other occaſions ) to ſpend(ſo 
much time with the lower petites, which by ſuch im- 


ployments ſtand depriued oftheir lectures: but how-. 


ſocuer the caſe may ſtand, this is the ſureſt and moſt 
readie remedie againſt former inconuenience : For 
it awfull feare vſherlike do but keepe them in obe- 
dience,the Erymoligoſta will ſupplic, their mw rs 
abſence very ſufficiently. Bur as fouching the deepeſt 
impreſsing in memory, there is no way more auai- 
lable to that Cdalk has this method : both for that 
the ſcholer may runne ouer by himſelfe the dire 
conſtrution of his competent leflon aboue fortie 
times 1n an houre,which is very much,whereas vſual- 
ly he is not conſtrained by his maiſter aboue thriſe 
at the moſ} : and thatnot inthe ſame preciſe forme 
ofEngliſh words, the refteran whereof is leftto the 


_ Captaines capacity in the forme : which how rawly 


and diſorderly it is performed,daily cxpericnce in his 
fellowes doth declare : fo thatin the deliuerie of their 


© | Icfure,if their Engliſh ſhould be (equeſtred and ex- 
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amined from their Latine,the ſence will proue either 
defetiue,redundant, or atthe leaſt withour any con- 
gruity in the placing of tis Engliſh words, 
Furthermore if any ſhould thinke that by this 
meanes his ſcholer ſhould become aloyterez, or 
proue a trewant , who knowing he hath his leQture 
readie conſtrued to his hands withour any further 
paines taking,and therefore would preſume not once 
to looke vpon his leture, votill the time of rehearfall 
approacheth, and then -aape? ro oJaunce cuerhis 
etymologiſta , ſo that ir can take no deepe rootein 
his memorie, by reaſon of the ſudden conception 
thereof. I anſwere, this is not the true vic ofthis con- 
ſtruing booke; burtin deed an abuſe far from the pur- 
port thereof : and yet ſuch diſorder may eaſily be a- 
mended through the awfull care of their maiſter: for 
they ought toreiterate the 66ſtruing of their leſſons 
notFoure or fiue times for a flouriſh ſuperficially,bur 
forty and fifty times,more or lefle as their appointed 
time will ſerue, which taske of manifold repetitions, 
muſt preciſely be exaed of them by their maiſter. 

Morecouer whereas nothing is more behouefull 
then the repetition of their former leCture, by daily 
laying of parts, _— they may haue ready effe- 
Auall helpe for the pertormance ofthis taske. 

Now if it be obicRed, that I do but” a7: agere, 
becauſe that both Corderivs of old, and mai- 
fter Heane of late haue gone before me in the 
ſame method in tranſhating of Cato , and 
ſome ef Tully his familiar Epiſties,and 7:lies verſes: 

' Vnto this I thus reply , thatthere is great 0ds be- 
tweene my Proceedings and Corderins ; for firſt he 
doth not innixe itinto ſhort conciſe readings as the 


Exymologiſta doth ,buy cxtepdeth his readings be |

they long or ſhort, to a full period, which muſt needs 
breed diſturbance in their weake conceipts. Allo in 
his conſtruing heproceedeth not verbatim,butioum- 
bleth hand ouer head, two or three words together 
very contuledly , fo that the vnentred nouice cannot 
diſtinguiſh the iuſt reference of the words, Wherfore 
it may rather be called a collater tranſlation; then a 
preciſe verbatim conſtruction ; wherein chiefly con- 
fiſteth the property and nature of our Etymologiſta, 
Bur as for maiſter Hines, the many editions of his 
bookes purchaſe both credit to him ſelfe, as likewiſe 
demonſtrate the vality and profit thereof: yet they 
woul4hane proued farre more conuenient, if they 
had bene ' diſtinguiſhed into particular readings, 
which is oneofthe maineeſſentiall points of the Ery- 


mologiſta. Bur although both theſe authors had layd

downe and publiſhed the true and perte& platforme 
ofthis conſtruing booke; yet notwithſtanding this 
ought no wayes to CT 

challenge of this inuention : fith both my owne con- 
ſcience doth auerre,and my good friends can teſtifie; 
thatT had deuiſed this orderfor teaching and pur ir 
likewiſe priuatly in practiſe long before maiſte; 
Hearne his booke was divulged :. yea before cucr ] 
ſaw Corderins his tranſlation. 

Laft of all, exception will be taken, for that the 
ſcholer cannot conſter [to his maiſter. in this his 
ſchoole-booke, becauſe it may be doubted whether 
hereadeit only ( ſeeing that the Engliſh isintermin- 
glet with the Latine ) or whether he delivereth the 
_ reading as his memorie leadeth; and as foregoing 

paines haue enabled him. 
This indeed mightbe alledged and iuſtly ſuſpe- 


Goed, ifthe forme were to make theirreherfall in the

my indeuors, or bar the : 
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audience of their vſher out of the very Erymologiſta 

it ſelfe : but the intent of our order is, that all the 
paines and labour in conſtruing 1: priuatly tobe yn- 
dertaken by the ſchollers'out of theirE! noloSiſtacs: 
butatthe laſt ypcaſt when they are to. lay , they muſt 
take Phedrus in their hands, laying afidethe booke of 
prompting nurſeries , ſo that there can be no true vſs 
made of an Erymologiſta without his clafſicall au- 
thor which is to be mated withir, 

Thus gentle reader 1 haue diſcaſſed the cauſe-of 
both thele Treatiſes; and offer them to thy ynpartiall 
cenſure: if they proue accepted and entertained, ex- 

ſpe&very ſhortly other Etymologiltaes for claſſicall 
authors ; if otherwiſe , the purpoſe to profite 
ſhall mitigate the griefe 
of inability.
